jAnnual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 

Year  1957. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Penistone  Urban  District  Council* 
Gentlemen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  -\nnual  Report  upon  the  Health 
Services  of  Penistone  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1957.  Like  recent  previous  reports  this  one  follows  on 
the  usual  lines  of  tables  of  statistics  and  coiixaent  v/here  necessary* 
No  particular  information  is  sought  by  the  Minister  and  the  report 
does  not,  therefore,  enlarge  upon  any  one  subject*  .is  is  usual, 

too,  I  include  in  the  report  some  statistics  relating  to  the  e:KtBnt 
of  the  use  of  Part  III  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
/•luthority* 

The  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  but  it  does  not  compare 
very  unfavourably  with  that  for  England  &  Wales  and  the  West  Riding 
administrative  County.  Rfter  application  of  the  comparability 
factor  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate  was  17*0  per  1,000  of  the  total 
population. 

The  Death  Rate  has  fallen  quite  hiarkedly  and  at  9*7  per  1,000 
of  the  total  population  it  compares  very  favourably  vrith  that  for 
England  &  Wales  and  the  .Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding* 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  unchanged  after  application  of  the 
comparability  factor.  The  principal  cause  of  death  was  Diseases 
of  the  Heart,  Circulation  and  of  the  Coronary  nrteries.  Together 
with  Vascular  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  they  accounted  for  5^° 
of  the  total  deaths* 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  very  high  indeed  -  more  than  double 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  but  the  Inf ai  tile  Mortality  Rate 
has  fallen  by  a  third  compared  with  1956*  Ht  18*0  per  1,000  Live 
Births,  the  figure  is  considerably  lower  than  that  for  England  & 
Wales  (23.0)  and  the  West  Riding  Rdministrative  County  (26,Lt), 

There  were  2  Infant  Deaths  -  both  occurring  before  the  children 
were  mors  than  a  da.y  or  two  old.  Both  v/ere  Preiaature  Births  which 
was  the  certified  Cause  of  Death*  Prematurity  and  Congenital 
Malformations  are  about  the  commonest  causes  of  death  in  very  young 
children.  The  problem  of  these  early  deaths  and  of  Still  Birth 
are  both  getting  some  special  consideration.  Mt  the  time  of 
preparing  this  report  a  survey  is  being  undertaken  to  .try  to  pinpoint 
some  factor  which  might  have  a  particular  bearing  on  tlie  problem* 

Infectious  Diseases  were  about  the  average  for  the  country 
generally.  The  attack  rate  for  Scarlet  B'ever  was  slightly  higher 
than  ihat  for  the  rest  of  the  country,  but  even  at  the  figure  of  1*65 
it  was  not  particularly  high.  The  type  of  case  was  generally  mild. 

That  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  Sanitary  Circumstances  is 
prepared  by  ivir.  Tutin  and  is  set  out  in  statistical  form,  ur.  Tutin 
has  also  prepared  a  report  which  is  in  the  form  of  a  comivientary  on 
Sanitary  Circumstances  generally  and  I  am  including  that  in  this 
docufiient  in  its  entirety. 

You,  of  course,  are  aware  that  during  the  year  the  Barnsley 
Corporation  successfully  promoted  a  Bill  by  which  the  Penistone 
Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the  Corporation.  During  the 
year  there  were  no  major  extensions  to  water  supplies  to  any  parts 
of  the  district  and  no  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  at  any 
time  during  the  year  from  the  i.iain  supplies  and  from  private  sources* 

The  situation  so  far  as  sev/erage  and  sev/age  disposal  is 
concerned  remains  similar  to  that  of  a  year  ago*  I  must  point  out 
again  that  the  Sewage  Disposal  ^"^orks  at  Springvale  are  not  fully 
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Qd6 qu.t.'' tc  lor  the  v/ork  they  hove  to  do.  There  is  no  ii;¥iedicite 
eiiisrgency  sc  icr  as  a  threat  to  the  piihlic  health  is  ccncerned. 
Nevertheless  it  is  a  natter  which  muso  receive  consideration  in  the

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar-General  has  giv^n  his  estimation  of  the  population  at 
mid  1957  as  6,630.  This  is  an  increase  of  40  as  compared  with  1956. 


BIRTHS. 

There  v/ere  111  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year.  Of  these  56  were  moles  and  55  females.  There  were  three 
illegitimate  births,  1  male  and  2  females. 

The  uncorrected  BIRTH  RATH  was  l6.7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  After  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor  (l.02)  issued 
by  the  Registrar  General,  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  17. 1.

There  were  six  Still-Births  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  3  male  and  3  female. 

DbATHS. 


64  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district  during  1957,  of  these  34 
were  males  and  30  females. 


The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  v/as,  therefore,  9.7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  By  application  of  the  Death  Comparability  Factor  (l.Ol) 
the  corrected  rote  was  9.7«

During  tlie  year  11  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the 
district.  This  v;as  a  decrease  of  16  from  last  year's  figure.  The 
age  group  principally  affected  was  the  5  to  10  years,  v'ith  7  cases. 
There  were  3  cases  in  the  first  quarter,  2  in  the  second,  and  6  in 
the  fourth  quarter. 


There  were  67  cases  of  i.easles  notified  during  1957.  This  is 
on  increase  on  the  195  j  figure,  when  only  10  v;ere  notified  -  an 
increase  of  57.  The  age  group  most  affected  is  the  5  to  10  years 
which  has  U3  cascs,  the  remainder  of  the  cases  being  under  5  years, 
lucst  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  last  Quarter,  v/hen  50  cases 
were  reported. 

WHl  OPING  GOuGh. 

During  Che  year  there  was  a  decrease  in  tho  number  of  cases  of 
V/hooping  Cough  occurring  in  the  district,  there  being  only  1,  the 
difference  being  39  from  last  yo.tr' s  figure.

For  the  eleventh  successive  year  there  was  no  Diphtheria 
reported  in  the  Penistone  Urban  District.

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During  the  year  under  review  98  children  received  primary 
protection  againot  Diphtheria.  Of  these  76  were  under  5  years  of 
age  and  22  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years.  In  addition  7^4 
children  received  '•booster'*  doses  on  commencing  school.  ^ 

TUBbkCULCaih.  ^ 

During  the  year  under  review  6  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  ‘ 

notified,  5  were  Pulmonary  and  1  Kon-lulmonary,  The  Pulmonary 
cases  v/ere  between  the  ages  of  13  and  29  years,

I  have  to  report  that  2  cases  (l  male  and  1  female)  were  retiioved 
from  the  register  during  19575.  1  case  being  cured  and  1  removal  into 
another  area.  There  remained  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
22  cases  of  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  6  Pon -Pulmonary  cases.  . 

There  vifere  3  admissions  into  hanatoriuin  and  2  discharges, 

1  am  glad  to  report  that  a  very  happy  relationship  exists 
betA-'een  my  department  and  that  of  the  Chest  Physician  in  Barnsley.  I  1 
am  grateful  to  the  latter  for  his  advice  and  c  onsideucble  help  on  i'- 

numerous  occasions.  During  the  year  v/e  v^ere  glad  to  have  with  us 
again  our  full-time  Tuberculosis  Visitor.  During  1956  she  was  called  j[ 
up  for  active  service  and  v.'e  were  without  her  services  for  some  tiiae,  \ 
The  Health  Visitors  doing  the  general  health  visiting  work  covered  the 
Tuberculosis  field  whilst  krs.  Todd  was  away  and  on  her  return  the 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  was  able  to  take  over  again.  There 
appears  to  have  been  no  bi-eak  in  the  service  at  all. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  atiends  the  Chest  Clinic  in  " 

Barnsley  and  also  the  subsidiary  clinic  in  Penistone.  This  is  of 
great  benefit  to  us  because  she  sees  the  patient  at  the  treatment 
centre  and  takes  part  in  the  clinical  investigation.  The  mutual 
benefit  to  patient  and  clinical  team  is  therefore  very  much  increased 
for  v/e  have  a  very  close  link  formed  between  the  Chest  Physician  and 
the  environmental  health  practitioner  and  between  the  latter  and  the 
family  doctor.  ■,

The  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  the  13/l!4  year  old  children 
with  B. C.G. _ against  Tuberculosis  continued  into  1957.  I  cannot  give 
you  statistics  for  Penistone  Urban  District  bun  I  am'  presenting  a 
table  below  which  indicated  those  children  treated  in  the  Penistone 
l\rea  during  the  year.  h  total  from  schools  in  the  Penistone  Hrea 
received  the  initial  skin  tests.  Of  ihese  87  gave  a  negative  result 
which  meant  that  they  had  not,  as.  yet,  met  up  with  a  priinary  infection 
by  the  tuberculosis  germ  and  were  thus  suitable  subjects  for 
vaccination,  nt  the  same  time  80  gave  a  positive  re-a.ction  to  the 
skin  test  which  indicated  that  they  had  cat  soiiie  tiiae  in  their  lives 
met ^ with  the  tuberculosis  germ  and  had  had  their  body  defences 
mobilised  to  combat  the  infection.  Ho  case,  of  all  those  found  to 

be  positive,  was  considered  as  in  need  of  further  clinical  investigation, 
legative  iiantoux  children  in  1956  were  subsequently  re-tested  in  1957 
to  see  whether  or  not  their  vaccination  had  been  successful.

There  were  no  oases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year, 
POLIOiviYELITIS. 


There  was  1  case  of  Paralytic  F olioniyel itis  notified  during  1957. 
The  "boy,  aged  3  years,  v^is  admitted  to  Lodge  Poor  Hospital  and  there 
it  was  confiriiied  paralytic.  He  was  discharged  on  the  hth  January, 
1958.  The  pan  affected  v/as  the  left  arm. 


The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued 
during  195/  and  became  cuite  a  popular  topic  of  general  interest  and, 
one  might  say,  criticism.  r,  certain  umounc  of  vaccine  v/as  made 
available  by  the  Pinistry  and  this  was  used  to  the  best  advantage  on 
soiue  of  those  v'ho  had  been  registered  for  this  protective  measure. 


/accination  v/as  offered  to  all  children  born  between  1st  January 
19h/  and  31st  December  195^  >  ^  nd  the  response  v/as  very  good  indeed. 

In  o uly ,  the  i.inistry  agreed  to  include  in  the  list  for  registration 
children  born  in  the  years  1955  to  1956  because  it  v/as  thought  that 
they  were^u  particular  risu  so  far  as  poliomyelitis  was  concerned, 
n.  total  of  68h  children  in  that  tge  group  were  registered  ii:imediately.

During  1957  British  Vaccine  was  available,  admittedly  in  limited 
quantities,  and  a  total  of  2,8Li3  received  the  protective  treatment. 

.'t  the  end  of  the  year,  5>^70  were  still  av/aiting  treatiaent  and  the 
numbers  were  increasing  daily. 


It  was  obvious  that  if  progress  v'os  to  be  made  considerably 
larger  supplies  of  vaccine  would  be  required.  Towards  the  end  of  u 
year,  we  v/ere  notified  that  there  would  be  available  in  January  1958 
a  supply  of  Salk  Vaccine  prepored  in  Canada  and  tliis  v/ould  supplemen 
the  British  supplies.

I  must  point  out  again  tliat  the  figures  I  have  quoted  refer  to 
the  whole  division  and  not  to  one  particular  county  district.  It  i 
extremely  difficult  to  separate  these  figures  into  the 
districts.  The  scheme,  to  be  v/orkable  at  all,  must 
as  a  divisional  proceedure.

The  epidemic  of  influenzo>  wich  visited  this  country  towards  the 
end  of  1957  affected  this  division  quite  considerably.  Here  again, 

I  cannot  give  a  picture  of  its  effect  on  each  respective  county 
district  in  the  division  and  figures  are  estimates  for  the  v/hole 
Division.  Influenza  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  although  Route 
Influenzal  Pneui.ionia  is.  There  is  no  means  of  acquiring  factual 
information  as  to  the  numbers  'attacked  by  this  dise.  se,  but  if  one 
studies  notifications  of  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  school  attend^nice 
figures,  ministry  of  Rational  Insurance  sickness  claims  and  the 
opinions  of  general  inedical  practitioners,  it  is  not  difficult  to 
formulate  some  idea  as  to  the  size  of  the  epideuiic  at  particular 
time.  It  would  appear  that  the  onset  of  the  epidemic  v/as  at  the 
beginning  of  pugust  v/hen  one  or  tv/o  cases,  typical  of  Influenza, 
appeared  in  one  part  of  the  Division.  Specimens  for  laboratory 
investigations  immediatly  obtained  from  these  cases  proved  that  the 
Influenza  was  of  uhe  i\sian  type. 


It  seemed  that  this 
fact  the  number  of  cases 


v/as  the  beginning  of  a  sharp  epidemic  and  in 
increased  quioe  rapidly  until  the  peak  of 
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Septeiiiber .  Therc^after  there  v/ae  a  sharp  decline  in  the  incidence 
and  by  early  December  the  wave  had  passed. 

The  type  of  Influenza  experienced  was  rather  severe  and  although 
the  great  majority  got  over  the  illness  fairly  auickly,  there  were  a 
few  who  suffered  severe  complications.  The  statement  v/as  made  that 
the  influenza  vm;s  a  ’'mild'*  type  but  I  would  rather  consider  it  as 
serious  enough  to  denmnd  the  utmost  care  on  the  part  of  the  patient, 

A  supply  of  vaccine  was  made  available  for  all  engaged  in  the 
immediate  care  of  those  affected  with  the  disease  e.g,  general 
medical  pract itionerSj,  nurses  and  home  helps.  The  small  supply 
which  I  received  was  offered  to  all  at  risk;  and  a  large  proportion 
of  these  availed  theiaselves  of  this  protective  measure.

The  education  of  the  public  in  liiatters  of  Health  is  not  a  very 
easy  exercise.  I  find  people  are  less  interested  in  Health  than 
they  are  in  ill-health.  When  all  is  apparently  well  then  there  is 
no  need  to  listen  to  talks  on  Health.  It  is  a  dull  subject  to  most 
untily  of  Goursej  ill-heclth  strikes  or  an  epideiiiic  occurs  and  fear 
takes  c  hand.  Interest  is  aroused  on  these  occasions  aSj  for  exa 
the  controversy  vdiich  raged  in  some  parts  about  xnti~Poliomyeli ti. 
vaccination.

How  best  to  acquire  the  interest  of  the  public  in  Positive 
Health  and  retain  that  interest  is  the  problem. 

We  use  posters  and'  le;-flets  in  Clinics  and  sometimes  in  schools  - 
my  field  workers  e.g.  Health  Visitors ,  District  Purses  and  Public 
Health  Inspectors  all  do  their  best  and  discuss  matters  of  Health 
with  those  with  whoiii  they  come  into  contact. 

There  may  be  matters  of  current  topical  interest  e.g.  Home 
oafety  which  demand  discussion  and  I  "-as  privileged  to  have  the 
op-''ortunity  of  speaking  lo  groups  of  people  on  this  subject  at 
Penistone  Council  Offices  and  Springvale  School  in  January  and  /April 
respec  t ively.

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Li  months  taking  hor  Queons  training  in  iaheff ield.  ITaturally  it

It  was  a  slight 
handicap  to  th^:;  service  that  only  one  of  the  nurses  was  moleile  "but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  hoped  th.et  the  second  one  would 
succeed  in  passing  her  driving  test  so  that  she  too  would  iDecome 
laobile.

During  1957?  the  Iviidwifery  service  benefitted,  as  did  the  Home 
nursing  Service,  by  th^  arrival  of  the  two  District  fur se/ilidwives. 
During  the  period  until  the  arrival  of  the  second  midwife  I  was 
indebted  very  much  indeed  to  iiiss  Bain  of  Oilkstone  for  once  more 
helping  us  out  in  Penistone.  Her  kindly  help  at  all  times  v/as  very 
much  appreciated  by  me  and  my  staff.  Hot  only  did  hiss  Bain  help 
v/ith  xhe  v/ork  but  she  assisted  quite  appreciably  by  shov/ing  the 
i.iidwives  rouna  the  district  and  introducing  them  to  various  patients. 
Both  District  Hurse/hidvaves  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  Gas 
and  Bir  analgesia  and  possess  a  machine  for  the  administration  of  the 
hna-esthesia.  Ihese  two  midwives  maintaii-ned  a  very  high  standard  of 

work  throughout  the  year. 


In  all  they  attended  111  confinements,  102  as  liidv/ives  and  9  as 
maternity  Purses  -  a  totnl  of  2,230  visits.  Of  the  total  of  cases 
attended  by  these  hidvdves,  24  av.iled  themselves  of  Gas  and  hir 
analgesia.  Of  this  number,  miss  Bain  attended  43  confinements  and 
made  891  visits.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  on  the  work  of 
my  department  for  the  year  1957.  liy  comments  regarding  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  are  as  usual  included  in  the  report 
of  the  medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  give  helow  some  facts  and 
figures  concerning  the  other  work  in  my  department. 

HOUoIHO  jilT)  PROPERTY  M.-\N.'AGE1iE]vT  . 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  nurober  of  Council  Houses  in  the 
district  was  669.  During  the  year  one  further  house  was  sold  to  the 
tenant,  bringing  the  total  number  of  such  houses  to  6.  1371  visits 

were  made  to  Council  property  in  connjection  with  repair  or 
improvement.  In  addition  to  this  there  were  the  many  reports 
concerning  repairs  made  to  the  rent  collector  during  his  collection 
duties.  .All  repair  work  which  was  let  out  to  contract  was  kept  at 
a  reasonacle  level  and  the  work  of  the  Council's  own  joiners  was 
greatly  helped  by  the  decision  to  proceed  with  the  renewal  of 
windows  at  Gubley  by  contract.  By  the  end  of  the  year  Lj2  houses 
at  Gubley  had  had  their  windows  renewed  and  I  hope  that  further 
progress  will  be  made  in  this  ivork  next  year.  The  contract  for 
the  painting  of  123  houses  iii  the  Green  Bite  and  Park  mvenue  Estate 
was  let  during  the  year  and  in  addition  to  this  22  of  the  houses  at 
Gubley  which  had  had  windov^s  renew^ed  were  pai;jted.  The  total  cost 
of  repair  work  during  the  year  v/as  approximately  £8250,  This  is  a 
big  increase  over  previous  years  due  to  the  excess  expenditure 
involved  in  the  window  renewals  at  Gubley, 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  a  scheaie 
whereby  tenants  of  Council  houses  could  have  their  fireplaces 
modernised  and  the  cost  would  be  charged  as  an  increase  on  the  rent. 

Up  to  the  31st  December,  1957?  28  such  improvement  schemes  had  been 
carried  out  and  many  more  had  been  ordered. 

NEW  HOUSES. 


Throughout  the  year  24  houses  were  built  by  the  Local  ^Authority 
and  9  by  private  persons.  Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  22 
houses  were  dealt  v/ith  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  iAct  this 
brings  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  to  2357, 

CiATTLE  luyARKET . 


Several  minor  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  market  during 
the  year.  The  total  nuiiioer  of  animals  passing  through  the  market 
showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 


On  the_ table  below  I  have  shown  last  year's  figures  in  brackets 
and  from  this  it  willbe  seen  that  the  Dairy  liarket  has  continued  to 
decline  and  that  the  increase  in  total  stock  is  due  entirely  to  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  fat  stock  cattle  passing  through  the
